Four ordinances, recommended by 
tho National Board of Fire Under­ 
writers as a means of obtaining lower 
fire Insurance rates In East Liver­ 
pool, were passed on I bree readings 
under suspension of the rules at the 
meeting of city council last night. 
Prohibit Burning of Rubbish. 
One of tho ordinances prohibits tho 
storage of explosives In buildings and 
provides a fine of $5 to $25 for viola­ 
tions. 
Hardware dealers nro permit­ 
ted to atom limited amounts of gun 
powder and dynamite, lf kopt in metal 
containers and away from fifes. 
Another measure authorizes mem­ 
bers of the fire department to make 
Inspections of buildings not less than 
twice a year In outlying sections and 
four times a year in “closely built por­ 
tions” of the city. The 
fire 
depart­ 
ment Is empowered to order the abate-- 
ment of fire hazards. A fine not to 
exceed $25 Is provided for failure to 
carry out the orders within 10 days. 
A third 
ordinance prohibits the 
burning of rubbish, 
leaves, 
lumber, 
paper or other m aterial* In streets, 
alleys or vacant lots, except by per­ 
mission of the fire chief. Tho fine for 
violation of this order Is uIbo netless 
than $5 nor moru than $25. 
Tho other measure 
governs 
the 
placing of boxes, 
barrels and 
oth« r 
wooden receptacles on sidalwitks and 
also prohibits the storing or ashes in 
basements unless placed in metal con­ 
tainers. 
Fine for violation of this 
ordinance 1s from $6 to $25. 
D rafting Building Code. 
The National Board of Fire Under­ 
writers recently announced that prop/ 
erty holders should expect no reduc­ 
tion in fire Insurance rates until leg­ 
islation of this character was approv­ 
ed. The board also recommended the 
passage of a building code to be en­ 
forced in new construction. Council 
is now drafting this legislation which 
will be considered at an early date. 
The recommendation 
for 
increased 
personnel of the fire department has 
already been complied with and some 
changes for water main and fire hy­ 
drant extensions have been made by 
the water works department.

Tile Pennslyvania Railroad announc­ 
es the inauguration of a new form of 
service for less than carload freight. 
It is based upon Hie use of portable 
steel containers so constructed that 
they m ay be carried either upon espec­ 
ially equipped railroad cars or upon 
motor trucks. 
Its purpose is to make 
available to patrons th** advantages of 
full coordination between motor trucks 
and rail facilities, and to m eet the 
needs of shippers and consignees who 
desire to be relieved of handling (Ii-dr 
shipm ents between railroad term inals 
and their places of business. 
Tim new service is at present avail­ 
able as follows: 
From New York to Baltimore and 
Pittsburgh; from Baltimore 
to 
New 
York, Pittsburgh. Buffalo, and ( levi* 
land; from Buffalo to Pittsburgh and 
Baltimore; from Cleveland to Pitts 
burgh and Baltimore. 
It will he placed in operation be 
tween New York and Philadelphia in 
both directions, within the next few 
weeks, and will be fu rth er extended 
in the future as the public becomes fa­ 
miliarized with its advantages and (lie 
growth of traffic requires. 
In this form of coordinated service 
the motor trucks do their work entire­ 
ly within the terminal zone. 
Their 
function Is to art as collectors and dis­ 
tributors of f r e i g h t between the rail 
road stations and the business places 
of patrons 
The rail lines are used 
for the long inter city hauls, which the 
railroads are able to perform with 
greater effit ieiicy, dependability and 
economy than trucks operating upon 
Hie highways. 
The containers constructed for this 
service are of pressed steel and of 
uniform size. 
Each has a capacity of 
10,000 pounds. 
Arrangements have been made by 
which patrons utilizing th e new service 
may, if they so desire, avail themselves 
of the facilities of the Universal Car­ 
loading 
and 
Distributing 
company, 
which operates In all th e cities cov­ 
ered. 
This organization will collect 
shipments at the various points or or­ 
igin by making day to day calls with 
c ontainers carried upon m otor trucks. 
When the containers are loaded, they 
will be placed by cranes upon flat cars 
awaiting them at designated stations, 
and will then be moved through to des­ 
tination on sc hedule train s with other 
freight. 
Upon the term ination of a run the 
Universal Carloading and Distributing 
company will, for consignees who so 
desire, take possession of and deliver 
tho freight to consignee’s door. 
, 
These supplimentary services, how [ 
ever, arc. entirely optional with both 
shippers arid consignees, who are per 
fe d ly fre e* to make their own trucking 
arrangements whenever th a t Is prefer 
able. 
The rates between rail term inals for 
the container car service are on a scale 
somewhat lower than th o se applying 
to less than carload shipm ents tran s­ 
ported in the ordinary method. 
This 
iv by reason of the fact th at the rail­ 
road company is freed from duties and 
responsibilities of loading and unload­ 
ing anc! that heavier and, therefore, 
more economically transported ladings 
per car arc* anticipated. 
The portable container principle Is 
riot new in Itself, h arin g been used ex­ 
perimentally by 
the 
Pennsylvania 
railroad as long ago as 1869. 
Its adop 
tion as a practicable form of service, 
suitable to be offered to the general 
public, is now m ade possible with the 
advent of highly perfected m otor ve­ 
hicles. and the developm ent of railroad 
freight train operations to their pres 
ent scale of unparalleled efficiency and 
dependability.

World s Footwear 


Failing 
Portugal. 
to wear 
shoes Is now against the law in 
Because of the many adults who have been 
in the habit of going barefoot, in tile cities as well as In 
the country districts, the authorities, new dispatches 
point out, are expecting difficulty In enforcing the new 
statute. 
This unusual law draws attention to the great nun) 
hers of people In the world who still go unshod. 
And 
to the varied kinds of footwear to be encountered In 
one's travels. 
In the tropical countries, naturally, there twists the 
strongholds of the great unshod. 
In Africa, parts of 
Central America, the northern portion of South A mer 
lea, and in southern Asia, tin* majority of human feet 
are devoid of any covering through the seasons and 
from the cradle to the grave. 
In tho cooler parts of 
the earth both rigorous weather and the greater ac­ 
tivity of the people have made foot coverings necessary 
at least during the winter months. 
Although shoes of leather and other cured hides of 
substantially the same form now are the generally ac 
cepted footwear of the west, millions of people in east 
era and western heurispheres still wear more primi­ 
tive types. These vary lrom wooden sandals to those of 
straw and leather, 
in some sections of the old world 
the automobile has brought a queer by-product In shoes 
Cast off tires are converted Into foot coverings, or Bli­ 
the soles at least, to which uppers of some other ma­ 
terial are sewed, or tied. 
The greatest single factor 
In 
the development of 
modern shoes, of course, was shoe making machinery. 
United States’ Inventors were the first In this field, and

WASHINGTON, D. C., Oct. 16.—The election of 1876 
will go down In history as one of the most remarkable 
political episodes in the history of republics 
It marked 
the first and only failure of the election machinery pro­ 
vided by the American constitution to perform its tune 
Mons 
The extra constitutional method resorted to In 
order to decide the election, demonstrated how partisan 
considerations will Influence the judgment of men. 
This 
was so pronounced as to cause Senator Dawes to remark 
that lf any situation like that of 1870 should arise again, 
neither party would accept the methods employed In 
that contest, and the government might tie wrecked over 
a sun cession. 
Not one of the fifteen men who constituted the elec­ 
toral commission voted otherwise than according to the 
desires of his party, and the outcome, as remarked by 
one senator "was the result of the blind cham * In the 
selection of the fifteenth member of the commission." 
It was thought, when the hill creating the commission 
was passed, that the fifteenth member would be David 
Davis of Illinois. 
Davis had been Lincoln’s campaign 
managt r in 1860, and In 1872 he was considered for the 
Liberal Republican nomination for president. 
Now he 
wax one of those who had gone Into the Democratic 
fold. 
’"he events leading up to the final ls«ue before the 
electoral commission are full of interest 
Grant, toward 
the end of hts second term, was urged by some of his 
friends to stand for a third term. just as all the other 
two term presidents bail been— Washington, Jefferson, 
Madison, Monroe, and Jackson. 
But unlike them he did 
not spurn the suggestion; on the contrary he welcomed 
if. 
A little later the house of representatives took a 
hand in his ambitions and passed a resolution which TO 
out of th* 88 voting Republicans favored. 
This resolu- 
tlonn declared that lf would be “unwise, unpatriotic, and

Tile total vote was 234 
for the resolution to IS against, it 
This effectually 
ended the Grant third consecutive term boom.

met he had more votes than any other two candidates, 
and It became a cane 
of the fi id against him. 
Al­ 
though an Investigation Into some of his financial trans­ 
actions was then being made, he nevertheless was the 
favorite up to the seventh ballot when tin* convention 
swung to Rutherford B Hayes, who was a dark horse 
up to the fifth ballot. 
Even then Blaine was but little 
behind Hayes, who had the nomination en 
tho seventh 
ballot with only six votes to spare. 
The Republicans broke the unit rule In this conven­ 
tion. 
Four Pennsylvania delegates wanted to vote their 
own sentiments anti the chair sustained them 
Ifs de­ 
cision was appealed from, hut sustained. 
Four years 
later an attempt was made to enforce it again, Hut it 
failed and ever since the Republicans have refused to 
rf cognize this rule 
The Democrats held their conven­ 
tion in St. Txmis, to which flip Tilden supporters went 
with a majority conceded to them, 
Tilde- was nominat­ 
ed with his leading opponent, Thomas A. Hendricks, as 
hi t running mate. 
Hayes was a colorless candidate and no one foresaw 
anything but a smooth finish to the campaign. 
The 
night the returns carne In every one conceded the dec 
Hon to Tilden, and but for a chance inquiry It might 
have gone that way. 
But this Inquiry, coming from tho j 
Democratic headquarters to a Republican newspaper, in t 
(Heated doubt, and Chairman Chandler of the Th puhli J 
can National committee promptly capitalized that doubt 
witli orders to his aides to claim everything. 
And they 
did. 
Tilden received the greatest popular majority ever re­ 
ceived by a defeated presidential candidate, having more 
than a quarter of a million more votes than Hayes But 
by claiming the votes of several southern states, South 
Carolina. Txmisiana. and Florida, tile Republican candi­ 
date could count IST) electoral votes to ISI for the Demo­ 
cratic candidate. 
The Democrats Insisted that the votes 
belonged to them, aud with a Democratic house and a 
Republican senate there was no possibility of either ac­ 
cepting the view of the other. The outlook for the settle­ 
ment of the controversy was dark. 
There was danger 
of rivil war 
The electoral commission Idea was the outgrowth of 
the grail I committee the* had been advocated bv many 
since the days of Hie framing of the constitution. 
It 
was advocated by members of both parties. 
There were 
a few on both sides who opposed lf. hut as there seem­ 
ed to he no other way out of Hie difficulty, both houses 
agreed to the measure creating the commission. 
Briefly, (he commission was to he made up of three 
Democrats from tile house, two from the senate. and 
two from the supreme court, 
with three Republicans 
from the semite, two from the house, and two from the 
supreme court. 
The four justices of the supreme court 
were to choose the fifteenth members. 
The Democrats 
thought It would be David Davis when they allowed the 
bill to pass, and the Republicans thought It would be 
Joseph Philo Bradley 
And Bradley It was. 
When the testimony was heard Justice Bradley voted 
on every question of fact and of law in entire harmony 
with the seven Republican members of the commission. 
After all the contests were beard Hie claims of not a 
single Democratic elector among the disputed ones were 
recognized, and the claims of every Republican elector 
were. 
Every vote stood eight to seven, with the result 
that Hayes was declared elected by 185 electoral votes to 
184 for Tilden.
